Wall Street 
Still Has 
Major Problem

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Major 


Wall Street brokers are re- 
strained in their assessment of 
effects of shorter trading ses- 
sions invoked by the stock ex- 
changes in an effort to help 
them catch up with a mountain 
of paperwork built up during re- 
cent heavy volume. 


They 
concede 
that 
the 


90-mlnute cut In dally trading 
hours 
Initiated Aug. 8 has 


helped In certain areas of cleri- 
cal work, but they don't see It 
as the resolution to their prob- 
lems. 


And they point out that the re- 


duction in trading as a result of 
shorter sessions has cut into 
their commission income. 


In the first six months of this 


year, volume soared to a dally 
average of 9.8 million shares 
from 8.2 million in the first half 
of 1966. 


In the week ended Aug. 5, 


when regular SVa-hour trading 
sessions were In force, the dally 
average 
was 
12.15 million 


shares. 


Last week, when four sessions 


were cut to four hours, the aver- 
age fell to 9.3 million shares. So 
far this week, with four-hour 
sessions still in effect, volume 
has 
dropped to 8.3 million 


shares dally. 


This year's volume over- 


whelmed the brokers with cleri- 
cal work involved in transfer- 
ring ownership of shares. 


Discussing the problem, a 


broker said: 


"Each time a stock Is pur- 


chased there are 10 steps to be 
taken in back-office procedure. 
All along the line a little more 
pressure is constantly being ap- 
plied and people are tired. 
That's the reason behind all the 
delays that customers are en- 
countering." 


Normally It takes two or three 


days to transfer stock certifi- 
cates. Recently some buyers 
have had to wait six weeks for 
their stocks.

Public Housing 
Proves Slow 
and Costly

WASHINGTON (AP) - A fed» 


er&l housing official says Presi- 
dent Johnson ordered greater 
use of private enterprise in 
building and running low* in- 
come housing because purely 
public projects have proven too 
slow, too costly and too stigma" 
tized. 


Don Hummell, assistant sec* 


retary for renewal and housing 
of the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, said in 
an interview: "Historically, pri- 
vate enterprise is the only way 
we get jobs done." 


President 
Johnson ordered 


HUD Secretary Robert C. Weav« 
er Thursday to begin immedi- 
ately a pilot project recom- 
mended by the President's Com- 
mittee on Urban Housing. 


HUD already Is experiment- 


ing with the program under which 
private firms build low-Income 
housing and then sell It to local 
housing authorities. 


But the committee, headed by 


Edgar F. Kaiser of Kaiser In« 
dustries, added the feature that 
private enterprise also would 
manage the low- Income hous« 
ing—at a profit. 


Hummel said there Is a grow- 


ing public awareness of what he 
called an urgent need to replace 
or upgrade the vast amount of 
substandard housing in the na. 
tion, especially in city slums. 


Recent riots have contributed 


to this realization, said Hum- 
mel, adding: "Lack of adequate 
housing was one of the major 
contributing factors named as a 
source of trouble." 


The nation had about nine 


million 
substandard 
dwelling 


units in 1960, according to gov- 
ernment statistics. No more re- 
cent figures are available. Here 
are the reasons Hummell and 
other HUD officials cite In ex- 
plaining why private enterprise 
is now considered superior to 
government in providing low« 
income housing:

He said that Bache, which he 


described as in reasonably good 
shape as far as paperwork is 
concerned, lias consistently fa- 
vored 
retaining 
the regular 


trading hours. 


None of the brokers expressed 


a desire for continuation of the 
shortened 
hours beyond this 


week and the New York Stock 
Exchange said it would resume 
regular hours next Monday.

identifiable. HUD also has pro- 
vided new means whereby resi- 
dents do not have to move out 
when they reach a certain la- 
come level.

Big Threat 
to Fairbanks

FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) - 


B uoyed by a presidential pledge 
of federal aid, flood-ravaged 
Fairbanks 
waited impatiently 


today for the Chena River to re- 
turn within Its banks so the ur- 
gent 
and massive 
recovery 


could get started. 


The people— wanting only to 


get the community of 30,000;; 
back on its feet before freezing 
weather sets in— were cheered 
Thursday when after weeks of 
rain, a brilliant summer sun 
shone on the city. 


For the 15,000 residents forced 


to flee their homes and busi- 
nesses, the return to buildings 
inundated by the swirling flood- 
waters will be only the begin- 
ning of a giant mop-up and re« 
construction operation. 


Only the roofs of thousands of 


homes showed above the dirty, 
debris-laden surface of the Che- 
na when the flood hit its peak 
Tuesday. 


State and local police officials 


today revised the earlier death 
count of seven down to five, say- 
Ing two bodies apparently were 
counted twice by police and res- 
cue workers. 


President 
Johnson declared 


the region a major flood disas- 
ter area Thursday which allows 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion to make long term, low- 
Interest loans. The President 
also made $1 million available 
for recovery work. 


The Chena, which hits flood 


stage at a little over 12 feet, 
continued to drop slowly today. 
The U.S. Weather Bureau said it 
should back to within a foot or 
so of its banks by noon Satur- 
day— barring further rains. 


The latest forecasts were for 


mostly cloudy skies today, with 
the possibility of a few light 
showers and afternoon tempera- 
ture In the upper 60's. 


Mayor H.A. Boucher said the 


flood has damaged 95 per cent 
of the Fairbanks business com* 
munity, most of it seriously, and 
not a single home was left un- 
touched by the river,

dinner toasts President Johnson 
offered in honor of foreign lead- 
ers were certified by the State 
Department as pronouncements 
ranking among the nation's de- 
fense commitments and assur- 
ances. 


The toasts are included in an 


intricate, interwoven array of 
treaties, 
communiques, com- 


ments and memoranda listed by 
the department as documents 
bearing on the action the United 
States would take if another 
country were the victim of 
aggression. 


The compilation of overseas 


ties, 71 pages long, was submit- 
ted Thursday to the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 


Among the items on the State 


Department list are a news con- 
ference reply by Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey in Korea 
on Feb. 23, 1966, and the seventh 
annual message of President 
James Monroe, on Dec. 2, 1823. 
That message pronounced the 
Monroe Doctrine. 
Humphrey 


said the entire power of the 
United States is committed to 
the security and defense of Ko- 
rea. 


Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


requested the account as he 
pressed for approval of his reso- 
lution to declare the White 
House cannot make U.S. com- 
mitments abroad without action 
by Congress. 


Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., 


said the administration appar- 
ently holds that President John- 
son can use U.S. armed forces 
any place, any time he discerns 
a 
threat, 
without consulting 


Congress. 


"The administration is awful- 


ly high-handed about this," Aik- 
en said in an interview. "What 
they mean, apparently, is that 
the Congress is outmoded and 
only the Executive Branch has 
progressed with the times."

Benefits— Genera! 
increase,

acted; 24.2 million persons af- 
fected; additional benefits total 
$2.9 billion in 1968. 


Taxes—In 1968, maximum in- 


crease of $44, produced by in- 
creasing wage base from $6,600 
to $7,600; with later increases, 
rates reach 5.9 per cent on em- 
ployer and employe in 1987 in- 
stead of 5.65 per cent provided 
in present law. 


Earnings—At present, Social 


Security 
recipient may earn 


$1,500 a year without having 
benefits reduced; on earnings 
between $1,500 and $2,700 he 
loses $1 for each $2 earned. But 
in any one month, he may earn 
up to $125 without loss, regard- 
less of yearly earnings. Bill 
would revise these figures to 
$1,680 instead of $1,500; $2,880 
instead of $2,700, and $140 in- 
stead of $125. 


Widows-For the first time, 


disabled widows—and depend- 
ent widowers—as young as 50 
would get benefits from a de- 
ceased worker's account. 


Disability—a new, tough defi- 


nition of disability for retire- 
ment purposes would be spelled 
out. But retirement of some 
younger people would be facili- 
tated by a new rule on the 
amount of previous coverage re- 
quired. 


Servicemen— They could accu- 


mulate more Social Security 
credit through a provision com- 
puting their pay at $100 a month 
more than their actual military 
base pay. 


Medicare—A study of extend- 


ing medicare to those retired 
for disability would be conduct- 
ed. Hospitalization days would 
be extended from 90 to 120, but 
with patients paying part of ex- 
tra cost. Patients could collect 
on itemized bills from doctors 
without first paying the bills, in 
cases where doctors refuse to 
deal directly with Medicare. 


Dependent children programs 


— States required to develop 
counseling, training, and com- 
munity work programs for adult 
and work-age non-school mem- 
bers of assisted families. Unem- 
ployed fathers would be required 
to get jobs or enroll in work 
training programs. Part of fam- 
ily earnings would be exempt 
from reduction of welfare pay- 
ments to encourage self-suffi- 
ciency. States would have to 
offer day care, family planning 
services on a voluntary basis 
and develop programs designed 
to reduce illegitimate births, es- 
tablish paternity and obtain sup- 
port. Extra federal 
financial 


support for required state pro- 
grams would be provided. The 
proportion of children in aid 
programs to the total child pop- 
ulation of the state could not in 
future exceed the proportion of 
January 1967. 


Medicaid - 
Federally-aided 


state health programs for low- 
income persons would have to 
conform to new income stand- 
ards for eligibility. The family 
income could not be higher than 
either 133 1-3 per cent of highest 
amount ordinarily paid to fami- 
ly of same size under aid to de- 
pendent children, or 133 1-3 per 
cent of state per capita income 
for comparable family. 


Limitations effective Jan. 1, 


1968, except that states with ex- 
isting programs could use inter- 
im proportions of 150 per cent 
until Jan. 1, 1969, and 140 per 
cent until Jan. 1,1970.

Gun* Fired 
of Homes 
in Louisiana

WALKER, La. (AP)-Shotgun 


blasts were fired before dawn 
today at the homes of a Negro 
family and a white sheriff's dep- 
uty only hours before the re- 
sumption of a Negro march 
through the Ku Klux Klan bas- 
tion of Livingston Parish. 


Later, a crowd of whites, dis- 


playing Confederate flags, be- 
gan gathering on the outskirts 
of Denham Springs, a town six 
miles west of Walker. 


The Negro marchers, on their 


way from Bogalusa to Baton 
Rouge, resume their trek today 
at Walker, walking toward Den- 
ham Springs. 


The state mobilized 650 Na- 


tional Guardsmen and 175 state 
police troopers to guard the 
marchers.

Thursday night by Gov. John J. 
McKeithen. 


"There is no other choice," 


said McKeithen. 


By 8 a.m., three hours before 


the resumption of the civil 
rights march at Walker, nearly 
150 whites were milling on the 
sides of the highway at Denham 
Springs. 


"We know what to expect this 


time," said one white man. 
State police turned back two 
fistfighting charges by whites on 
the Negro band on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 


Many of the whites wore hard 


hats—the plastic or metal head- 
gear used on construction jobs 
—apparently 
for 
protection 


against billy clubs and rifle 
butts. 


The governor planned a state- 


wide television appearance to- 
night to appeal for racial peace. 


The Livingston Parish sher- 


iff's office said a shotgun blast 
was fired at the home of Allen 
Stewart, a Negro who lives in 
an all-white area of Denham 
Springs. Stewart said his front 
door was pelted by shot about 
midnight while he and his fami- 
ly slept. 


A load of buckshot blasted 


through the window of a bed- 
room where Deputy Sheriff Don- 
ald Cowart, his wife and baby 
were sleeping. A sheriff's office 
spokesman said the shot pellets 
came within one foot of the 
Baby's,crib. 


A third shotgun blast shat- 


tered the windows of a newly 
built hardware store at Watson, 
a tiny hamlet just north of Den- 
ham Springs.

I hope that you read my first 


letter which was published a coup- 
le of weeks ago. In it I gave 
some general information about 
the Millwood Reservoir. 
This 


time I will cover some of the 
problems involved in policing the 
reservoir. 


Do you realize that 100 million 


people in the United States will 
take to the water for swimming, 
boating, water skiing, and un- 
derwater diving this year? This 
is 
big business. We love the 


great outdoors and most of us 
are able to enjoy it. Not many 
years ago, recreation facilities 
on our streams and reservoirs 
were items that we liked but few 
existed. Today, thanks to our tax- 
payer dollars and the efforts of 
the state, federal and local gov- 
ernments, vast areas are being 
developed for recreation. 


By 1970, there will be at least 


16 major lakes with one and one- 
half hours drive from the Mill- 
wood area. Water oriented rec- 
reation will be almost unlimited. 


Unfortunately with the develop- 


ment of these vast areas arises 
a need for regulations and polic- 
ing facilities. Around the reser- 
voirs, complaints are common 
about 
vandalism, 
theft 
and 


thoughtless actions injurious to 
property and to the general rec- 
reational environment. Keeping 
the areas clean is a problem and 
expensive too. If you have had the 
misfortune of approaching a pic- 
nic table to spread your lunch 
only to find it littered with wat- 
ermelon rinds, beer and 
pop 


bottles, pieces of sandwiches and 
other debris you understand what 
I mean. 


At 
Millwood, the Arkansas 


State Game and Fish Commis- 
sion Wardens and other law en- 
forcement officers police the ar- 
ea and enforce the laws. Corps 
of Engineers rangers also pa- 
trol the area everyday. 


If each individual who uses the 


recreation 
facilities 
would 


simply practice the Golden Rule, 
many dollars could be saved for 
investment in more and better 
facilities. 


The question has been asked 


many times, "Do we have any 
charge areas at Millwood?" The 
answer is "No." We do not re- 
quire the "Golden Eagle" per- 
mit at any of the areas now. 
We may in the future. 


Fishing has slowed down a lit- 


tle at the lake, but fish are still 
being caught. We aerial sprayed 
the mosquitos again August 2nd, 
with good results.

Recall Jhat 
Dark Moment

A—Echothiophate (P h o s- 


pholine) has a much longer 
duration of action (one to four 
weeks) than pilocarpine. 
It 


is however, more irritating 
and can be taken by some 
persons only in very dilute 
solution. Pilocarpine must be 
given oftener but when it is 
effective it is the drug of 
choice. Neither drug would 
cause blurred vision.

Ask your doctor 
whether one of the defoaming 
agents would interfere in any 
way with the treatment of 
your glaucoma.

should 


relieve the bloating. 


Q—Two eye specialists tell 


me that I have glaucoma and 
two say that I don't. Will it 
hurt my eyes if I use the eye 
drops for this disease even if 
I don't have it? 


A—No, but if yours is a 


doubtful or borderline case a 
more s e n s i b l e procedure 
would be to have certain pro- 
vocative tests for glaucoma. 
In one such test the intra- 
ocular tension is taken before 
and after you drink a quart 
of water. Or you might have 
your tension checked every 
two months until a definite 
diagnosis can be made.

Computerized Driving 


Automatic Highways Ahead? 


Some researchers are predicting the fully auto- 
mated highway, in which the driver turns over 
control of his car to a computer, will be in use 
by the year 2000. They foresee a motorist driving 
to a superhighway where he steers into a speci- 
fied lane and feeds his destination into an ultra- 
compact computer, which then does the driving. 
On approach to the desired spot, he takes over 
again. Scale models, such as the one at right, 
are being built in the auto industry and full-sized 
autos have already steered themselves over test 
stretches, as shown below. Ahead lie years of 
research in highway design and reliable auto- 
matic control systems.

domestic spending program by 
stealing the people's long-time 
savings In the Social Security 
Fund. 
We had verification of 


this only a week ago when the 
No. 1 financial paper The Wall 
Street Journal gave a detailed 
explanation of how the Govern- 
ment floats its own bonds to get 
more spending money. 


The Wall Street Journal said 


that while some of these bonds 
are distributed in the general 
money markets a great many of 
them are "placed with Social 
Security and other trust funds." 


In plain English, the Govern- 


ment extracted the cash from So- 
cial Security and left in the till 
its I.O.U.'s. What is that but 
stealing? If you were a banker 
and "borrowed" from your trust 
funds to get money to meet the 
running expenses of the bank the 
Government would put you under 
the nearest jail and keep you 
there.

Near Record Headline Makers 
Air Strikes 
by Bombers

SAIGON 
(AP)-The 
U. S. 


Command announced today a 
near record number of air 
strikes on North Vietnam, B52 
raids just above the demilitar- 
ized zone between North and 
South Vietnam, and bombing 
and naval shelllngs inside the 
zone. 


The Communists derailed a 


train just outside Saigon and 
terrorist snipers attacked in the 
South Vietnamese capital. 


Although ground fighting in 


the South remained scattered 
there were many sharp but 
limited skirmishes with at least 
181 Communists killed in report, 
ed actions, the command said. 


The Intensified pace of the air 


war cost the United States its 
643rd plane announced as lost 
over North Vietnam, an F105 
Thunderchlef shot down Thurs- 
day. The pilot was saved by a 
helicopter. 


The coordinated B52 raids 


struck the demilitarized zone 
area early today, making it 
eight times within the past three 
days. 


Up 
to 
35,000 Communist 


troops are believed concentrat- 
ed In the area, preparing for a 
possible attack on U. S. Marine 
outposts. 


One raid went into the north- 


ern half of the DMZ and the oth- 
er went Into North Vietnam it- 
self. The Air Force never dis- 
closes the number of the eight- 
engine B52s on any particular 
raid but the minimum number 
is usually three., planes, with 
each carrying up to 30 tons of 
bombs. 


The raids followed up shelling 


Thursday by the destroyer Du- 
Pont 
which 
raked 
targets 


throughout the six-mile wide 
zone. It was the second consecu- 
tive day of naval bombardment 
in the zone from which the 
North Vietnamese have staged 
repeated assaults on U. S. Ma- 
rines Just to the south. 


The war was also carried to 


North Vietnam with 172 mis- 
sions 
by American 
fighter- 


bombers. 


Bad 
weather 
blanketed the 


Hanoi-Haiphong area but rang- 
ing south, the U. S. pilots found 
supply targets, Including one 
convoy of 15 trucks caught In 
the open near Thanh Hoa. Sky- 
hawk-jets from the carrier Con- 
stellation raked the convoy with 
rockets and cannon fire, sending 
smoke billowing 2,000 feet.

Senate Determined to 
Curb LBJ's Overseas 
Assistance Program

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate and House again are 
charting a collision course over 
foreign aid. 


And this time the Senate in- 


sists it won't back down from its 
decisions to curb the Johnson 
administration's 
overseas as- 


sistance program. 


The Senate passed 60 to 26 


Thursday after four days of de- 
bate a foreign-aid authorization 
bill $837 million below the $3.4 
billion sought by Johnson. It 
also was $537 million below the 
$3.1 billion recommended last 
week by the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. 


The Senate-passed measure 


also carries a provision to abol- 
. ish the President's power to add 
countries to the aid list without 
congressional approval. Aud it 
would prohibit aid to any coun- 
try that has broken diplomatic 
relations with the United States. 


The ban is aimed specifically 


at 
Arab-bloc 
countries 
that 


broke with the United States in 
the Middle East crisis. 


Chairman J. W. Fulbrlght, 


D-Ark., of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee said after 
final passage of the measure he 
would let the aid legislation lan- 
guish indefinitely rather than 
give in to the House. 


The House Foreign Affairs 


Committee has approved an aid 
bill much along the lines-both 
In money and in presidential 
prerogatives— recommended by 
the administration. It calls for 
alloting $3.5 billion In fiscal 
1968-69 to foreign aid, while the 
Senate decided against authoriz-

SAIGON (AP) - U.S, officials 


made public today a translated 
copy of what they said was t 
top secret Viet Cong document 
dated March 1966 In which Com- 
munist leaders resolved "not to 
entertain any illusions concern- 
Ing a negotiated settlement" of 
the Vietnam war. 


"At a certain time," the docu- 


ment says, "We can apply the 
strategy of fighting and nego- 
tiating at the same time in or- 
der to support our armed strug- 
gle, and thus accelerate the dis- 
integration of the puppet (South 
Vietnamese) army and regime, 
and create more conditions fa- 
vorable for our people to secure 
a decisive victory. 


"We are determined not to en- 


tertain any illusions concerning 
a negotiated settlement to the 
problem of Vietnam, and we 
must 
concentrate 
all o u r 
strength to destroy the enemy. 
Only when the American Impe- 
rialists' 
aggressive 
will Is 


dependence, peace, democracy 
and neutrality of the South are 
guaranteed can we negotiate a 
settlement of the Vietnam prob- 
lem." 


A spokesman for the U.S. Mis- 


sion said the document is "one 
of the most significant" ever to 
come into the possession of the 
U.S. Command. 


The document was reported to 


have been seized last April 21 in 
Khan Hoa Province, about 200 
miles northeast of Saigon, by 
units of the U.S. 101st Airborne 
Division.

apolis. 


Sheriffs 
deputies said the 


body of Mrs. Hoskins, Loretta, 
29, and three children were 
found In the burning embers of 
the farm home. 


Relatives identified the cou- 


ple's children as Julie, 7; Dar- 
la, 5; Linda, 1V2, and a baby, 
David Eli, 6 weeks. 


The sheriffs office said a 


group of passing youths sound- 
ed the alarm after they noticed 
the burning house and barn on 
the Hoskins farm about 1 a.m. 
The youths told officers they 
found 
Hoskins 
wounded 
and 


lashed to a clothesline pole in 
the farmyard. 


Deputies said the youths cut 


the farmer free and took him to 
a store two miles away, where 
an ambulance was called and 
authorities were notified. 


The sheriff's office was ques- 


tioning the youths, 


David Hoskins' father, Leo, 


who lives on a farm about a 
mile from his son's home, ap- 
parently saw the flames In the 
darkness, and was reported to 
have rushed to the burning 
house. The elder Hoskins was 
unable to enter the flaming 
house and suffered burns in his 
futile efforts to save the victims,

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


House has passed overwhelm* 
Ingly a massive Social Security 
overhaul that would raise bene- 
fits, hike taxes and crack down 
on Idle state welfare recipients. 


But it probably will be months 


before the extra money is flow- 
ing to some 24.2 million current 
beneficiaries because the Senate 
isn't ready to consider the legis- 
lation at once. 


Moreover, a Senate conflict is 


brewing over those provisions of 
the House-passed measure in- 
tended to toughen federally aid- 
ed state welfare programs. 


"We're rough in this bill- 


make no mistake about that— 
but we don't mean to be inhu- 
man," said Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
during Thursday's debate on the 
measure. 


Mills' reference was to provi- 


sions imposing income limita- 
tions on persons eligible for fed- 
erally backed state medicaid 
programs, requiring states to 
channel jobless welfare recipi- 
ents into work or job training 
and limiting the proportion of 
children receiving welfare. 


Under the measure, states 


could aid no more children than 
the proportion of children re- 
ceiving aid In January 1967. The 
number could rise, but not their 
total proportion to the over-all 
child population of the state. 


He said tJie measure ultimate- 


ly 
should result In pushing 


300,000 adult recipients off the 
welfare rolls and Into jobs. 


The bill the House approved 


415 to 3 Thursday provides a 
minimum lZl/2 per cent raise for 
Social Security beneficiaries. 


It also calls for staged in* 


creases in the payroll tax that 
finances the program, with a 
first-step maximum $44 jump— 
for those earning $7,600 or more 
annually-to begin next year. 
That would come by expanding 
the taxable base from $6,600 to 
$7,600. Employers of such work- 
ers also would feel the added 
tax bite. 


And it eventually would raise 


the current 4.4 per cent Social 
Security tax to 5.9 per cent in 
1987. That would mean a maxi- 
mum jump of $158 for the work- 
er 
earning
